Surprises the World. 


There seems now to be no escape for 


the .Turks. The 'Bulgarians are follow- 
ing up their successes with a dash that 
surprises the world. They are now en- 
deavoring to. get a force of their troops 
from Serai between the routed Turkish 
army under Nazita Pasha and the Tcha- 
talja lines. This move would fulfill -the 
two-fold purpose of putting an end to 
all Turkish resistance and stopping the 
defeated and maddened Ottoman sol- 
diery 
from 
reaching Constantinople, 


where their arrival is so much feared. 


. If the Bulgarian's plan succeeds they 
are likely to go onto Constantinople, 
where they will dictate their terms of 
peace. They are not likely, however, to 
stay in Constantinople as there is a Bul- 
garian" legend that any nation occupy- 
ing Constantinople is certain to be in 
perpetual trouble with its neighbor. 


'Casualties Heavy. 


The Bulgarians have said nothing as 


to the number of their dead and wound- 
ed, but from the accounts of the severe 
fighting their casualties must have been 
heavy.

on the baking where this cabinet is 
used. The cabinet is also a very con- 
venient piece of kitchen furniture, com- 
bining bread board, a receptacle for 
bread, calces and pastry, a means of 
keeping meals warm

liquids from freezing. It ia also simple 
of construction and can he placed upon 
the market at a figure within the reach 
of every householder. The invention is 
the result of a study 'of twenty years 
by Mr. Klaren, who is a baker by trade.

ITH the near approach of winter,

tion, in regard to the adequate supply 
of the fuel and the mid-winter prices, 
becomes a question that will interest 
a large number of people in Fort Wayne. 
Will-there be a scarcity, a coal famine, 
and will the price go above the figures 
Bow prevailing? 


A partial answer would be that there 


if a tcarcitv now. At present in Fort 
W»yn«, with a few exceptions, perhaps, 
our twenty or more coal dealers have 
b*»n unable to fill their winter con- 
tract orden, and none of them have on 
hkud a sufficient supply to carry them 
through the season, although most of 
them are in shape to take care of the 
daily trade on limited orders. 


They can't get the coal from 
the 


Another reason for the shortage in 


different localities, and it is so here 
in 1'ort Wayne and throughout 
the 


west, is the inability of the railroads 
to handle the transportation of coal 
from the mines as rapidly as it ought 
to be handled for public needs. This ia 
due to the fact that the railroads have 
not got sufficient motive power. They 
are terribly short on cars. 


And just now the coal transportation 


suffers because such an immense num- 
ber of cars are being used in the grain 
traffic, and in the sugar beet 
traffic, 


too. 
Few people realize the growth of 


this latter industry. 
A railroad ofti- 


oiul said to the Sentinel reporter that 
in the three states of Ohio, Indiana and 
Michigan it requires 20,000 cars to han- 
dle the sugar beets to the factories.

Coal dealers at the present time have 


orders on their books that they are 
unable to take care of.

In reference to the 
shortage of coal the dealers in this 
city have received a circular from the

operators' committee, 
one 


paragraph of which Is pertinent to the 
local situation. It reads: 


"The mere fact that there is not a 


great quantity of coal in storage does 
not give cause for alarm. It might be 
alarming if there were a prospect of an 
interruption in mining. But, since there 
is no such prospect, the fact that the 
mines arc producing enough coal to sat- 
isfy the needs of consumers should re- 
move anxiety. Furthermore, it is im- 
probable that this winter will be as 
severe and as long as last winter. There 
will undoubtedly be sufficient coal to 
supply n'.l demands, so there is no need 
for worry of an absolute cijal famine 
although there will be many times dur- 
ing the coming six months when .coa 
will be hard to get. The weather ant 
the readiness of the railroads to conn 
to the relief of the people arc promi 


a serious shortage throughout the en- 
tire winter or that panic prices will pre- 
vail. - There will be plenty of coal to 
take' care of the necessary consumption. 
The-trouble will be to get the coal in 
.the -quantities asked for and as prompt- 
ly as desired. 


When the coal season began last July 


there was a' coal shortage in the nation 
of 12,000,000 tons. 
This was due to 


the heavy consumption of last winter 
and the inability early this year of the 
biy coal 
companies 
to 
operate their 


mines on account of the strikes then 
prevailing. Even now there is diiBculty 
in getting a sufficient number of work- 
men. 
Mine operators have only sixty 


percent of the men needed. But they 
are catching up in the way of output.

Wayne's coal dealers will be able to 
cope with the situation and supply 
al! needed demands made on them. I 
am very sure that nobody will freeze 
to death or families suffer because the 
bins of the coal dealers of Fort Wayne 
are empty. And I do not think prices 
will be increased materially from what 
they are at present. 


"This inability on the part of deal- 


ers to get all the coal they desire," he 
continued, "will not last throughout the 


in this city for many years. 


"Well, that would be a difficult ques- 


tion to answer," he replied. "Of course, 
I could only give my estimate; I know 
how much I handle. I have- a general 
idea .also in 
regard 
to the amounts 


handled by other dealers. I should say 
that in domestic use and mercantile 
business in Fort Wayne there are from' 
50,000 to 60,000 tons of1 hard coal used 
in a season. 


"In the way of soft coal," he said,

In the city wood 
is very often hard to get. Many of the 
dealers do not handle it at all. Because 
of this fact many of the lovers of wood 
fires have been led to discard it as a 
fuel. 


Our Coal Esporta. 


Coal is rapidly becoming an impor- 


tant factor in the export trade of the 
United States. The value of the coal 
sent to foreign countries last year was 
fifty-two and one-half million dollars, 
aga'inst twenty-one million in 1902 and 
eight and one-third millions ih 1892, 
having thus increased over 500 per cent 
in the last decade. Even these large fig- 
ures of over fifty million dollars' worth" 
of coal sent to foreign countries in the 
fiscal year 1912 do not include the val- 
ue of that passing out of the country in 
.the form of "bunker," or fuel coal laden 
on vessels engaged in the foreign trade, 
which aggregated nearly twenty-three 
million dollars in value, making a total 
of over seventy-five million dollars as 
the value of the coal passing out of the 
United States in the fiscal year 1912. 


The quantity sent to foreign coun- 
ries in 1912 was, according to figures 
ompiled by the statistical division of 
IB bureau of foreign and domestic com- 


merce, 17% million tons, against 7 mil- 


on tons in 1902 and 2ya millions in 
892. 
Thus the quantity exported in 


812 is seven times as much as in 1892 
nd the value over sue times as much 
n 1912 as in 1892. 


Coke exports also show a decided 


f 


rowth, the value in 1892 having been 
ut one hundred and twelve thousand 
dollars and in 1812 -practically three 
million dollars. 
A comparison of the 


quantity and value of coal placed for 
:uel purposes on board vessels engaged 
in foreign trade m 1912 can only be 
made v*ith comparatively recent years, 
the figures of bunker coal laden on ves1 
sels in 1912 being 7,093,212 tons, valued 
at .$22,802,876, 
against 6,003,794 tons, 


valued at $19,671,778 in the fiscal year 
1909, the earliest date for which com- 
plete figures of bunker coal movements 
are available. 


The fact that the coal sent to for- 


eign countries has increased 150 per 
cent, both iu quantity and value, dur- 
ing the last ten years, that the total 
value of exports • to foreign countries 
plus the value of that leaving the coun- 
try as bunker coal now aggregates over 
seventy-five, million 
dollars, suggests 


that the total value of the coal pass- 
ing out of the United States' in a sin-, 
gle year will soon reach the one million 
dollar line. 


The principal coal importing countries 


of the world are: 
France, whose, im- 


ports in the latest year for which 'fig- 
ures are available were 16% million 
metric tons; 
Austria-Hungary, nearly 


11 million; Belgium, 7 1-3 million; Italy, 
9 
1/™ million; Russia, 4% million; Swe- 
den, 3% million; Argentina, 3% mil- 
lion; Spain, 2 million; China, 1% mil- 
lion, apd Brazil, 11-3.metric tons, the 
average value of these imports ranging 
from $3.50 to $6.50 per metric ton.

'. Thieme, and for some time the thun- 
erous applause drowned his words. 
Forceful in manner and eloquent in 


oratory, Mr. Clapp displayed no hesi- 
ancy in attacking the acts of Presi- 
lent Taft, which, according to him, 
ihowed a complete repudiation of his 
iledges to the people. He declared that 
.h«? republican party was plunged into 
lisgrace three years ago when Taft took 
a stand against the Roosevelt policies. 


Mr. Clnpp declared that no man could 


lave been elected president in 1908 un- 
ess he, was able to make the public 
relieve that hn would carry out the 
Roosevelt policies. 


"I am accused," he said, "of being 


against Taft for personal reasons. This 
is not true. I could not warm up to the 
president. I confess that I am some- 
what of an athlete, but I ani not an 
acrobat, and for that reason was unable 
to keep pace with the president." 


Praise for Bryan. 


As did every other political -speaker 


in Fort Wayne during this campaign 
Senator Clapp paid a glowing tribute to 
William Jennings Bryan. 


"No one can hold Mr, Bry.au. in higher 


esteem than I do," he said. "Since in 
1896, when he made one' great mistake 
Mr. Bryan has stood out and battled for 
the right and has spread the gospe 
among the people of this 'country.

Reference was made to the extra ses-

clared Mr. Clapp, "Aldrich did not tell

honest protection and those who stood 
sponsor for the mercenary interests. And 
I wsnt-to remind yoirnf the fact that 
although Taft declared, the Payne-Ald- 
rich bill the best ever written the plat- 
form on which Taft was nominated at 
Chicago did not indorse that measure. 


"It was pointed out," he said, "that 


the Payne-Aldrich bill is one that the 
country will never stand for." 


In closing Mr. Clapp declared that the 


'Roosevelt administration was the best 
.the country ever had, and gave as his 
reasons for believing so some of the 
laws that had been passed. He declared 
that the Roosevelt policies will be.known 
long after all of us are deai.

"No operator or engineer can -witness 


the havoc wrought by an explosion of 
coal dust in a mine without redoubling 
his efforts toward'safety when he re- 
turns home," is the comment of Victor 
\\"atteyne, inspector general of the coal 
mines of Belgium, who was one of tha 
party of foreign experts who was at 
the test. 


Coal Dust the Real Danger. 


These experts were sent to the United 


States by their governments to discuss 
the advisability «f standard tests of ex- : 
plosives and methods for preventing mine ! 
disasters. Those who came, in addition 
to Mr. Watteyne, were Carl Bcyling, di- 
ector of the Dortmund explosives sta- 
ion, Westphalia, Germany; Dr. Julius 
'zaplinaki,-chief mining engineer of Aus- 
riii, and William O'Connor, chairman of 
he Coal Operators' association, Xew- 
crt, Wales, who unofficially represented 
"Jreiit Britain. 
In addition prominent 


peratorsj and mine superintendents of 
his cquntry were at the experiments. 
Carl Beyling had this to say of the 


'Xperhuents: 
"The mining expert who

Three thousand pounds of dry coal 


dust were placed in the mine. The men 
of the bureau.went through the mine 
and saw for themselves that there was 
no gas. Mr. Jones pressed the electric 
button that was intended to ignite th* 
dust. 


Precautions Called* Simple. 


Here is what happened, according to 


the bureau's bulletin: 


"Then came a fearful roar, followed 


by a flame that darted more than one 
hundred feet from the mine. The flame 
was accompanied by a blast of dense i 
ilack smoke that hurled itself from i 
,he entrance, stopped when it reached ; 
.he opposite side of the valley 400 feet; 
away, and then ascended into the air, 
"orming billowy clouds that obscured 
:he sun and turned the vicinity of the 
mine into, the darkness of night. The 
earth shook and the spectators stood as 
f transfixed. For ten minutes the smoke 
continued to pour in great volume from 
;he mine entrance. 


'The guests of the bureau saw one 


of the rescue crews from the bureau, 
equipped with helmets, rush toward the 
entrance and 
disappear in the heavy 


k smoke and aftermath that would 


kill a miner in a twinkling. 
Twenty 


minutes later the members of the res- 
cue crew returned and reported that the 
explosion had done great' damage in 
the mine, that timbers were down, stop- 
pings blown out and rails twisted.", 


A ventilation fan soon blew the smoke 


out, and in a few minutes the foreign 
experts were walking through the mine,
